Argentina, The pro-Coninform grow has blamed the Yugoslav Legation for tho 
entire affair, This element clains that the Congress would have conswod 
Tite and thst the Yugesiav legation had orders from Belgrade tc prevent such 
action. Another clain of this group is that certain former members of tha 
Polish armed forces provoked the disorder. The proeTito group, on the other 


hand, blames "Yugoslav fascists", a theory thiech is reportedly being advanced 


by Ivo Kovasevie of the Yugoslav Legation. 
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
